“It's not for everyone though,” he says. “It’s great for nuts and bolts rock 
and roll. lf-you want a clean and fancy place with wood lined walls, this isn't for 
you. Really, I’ve seen cleaner coal mines.” 

Scott is sitting in his basement, in a little room just outside the studio— 
hin easy reach of the beer fridge. In some places, the walls are stacked from 
‘r to ceiling with old records. A Minnesota North Stars banner is tacked to 
* ceiling and an old poster of David Lee Roth greets you at the door. 

Scott leans back in his chair and rests a Moretti beer on his belly. His long 
ic. tied back in a pony-tail, and a black Alternative Tentacles hat is perched 
lamalematsad.

The phone rings and Scott puts Ivy on the floor so he. can answer it. She 
crawls around and begins to play with all the myriad of stuff that litters the 
floor—from records to amplifiers to a camcorder. 

Scott was born and-raised in Victoria. He has lived here for all his 36 years, 
except one, which he spent in Toronto. He hated it, although it did make him 
appreciate the quality of Victoria’s music scene more. According to Scott, 


Victoria’s music scene is pretty unique, whereas in Toronto it seems really. 


manufactured. “OOh, like, | can’t wait for that next Junkhouse (a mainstream 
Toronto band) album to come out,” he says sarcastically. 


When he was in highschool, Scott was shot-in the chest by another kid with — 


an assault rifle. The kid-was in the militia and had: been obsessed. _ the. 
Vietnam War. Scott almost died. 

“You could say I’m anti-gun,” he says. 

As a result of the accident, Henderson received about $35,000 in 
compensation. However, he got some bad advice from people close to him and 
invested the money poorly. In the end, he lost over $25,000 through shoddy 
real estate deals. 

“That was a big mistake,” he says. “! wish | had gotten into the music 
business back then. | should have bought equipment with the money. Instead, 
I'm 36 years old and I’m just starting to have my career now.” 

Scott hangs up the phone. Ivy is battering an autobiography of Brain Wilson 
that is lying on the floor. Scott takes away the book and replaces it with a 
pocket knife. 

“Here, play with that instead,” he says. “It’s more dangerous.” 

He holds up the book, “I’m reading this right now. It strikes me that this guy 
must've done a lot of acid.” 

Scott leans back in his chair again. “Something that radio stations and 
nightclubs seem to have forgotten is that they exist because there are musicians 
and bands out there. You wouldn't believe how many places have that 
backwards,” he says. 

Another thing that bothers Scott is that a lot of bands in Victoria now seem 
to have managers. 

“There's a lot of money in alternative music right now, and these guys smell 


money,” he says. “My advice to musicians is “sign nothing.” If a guy wants to” 


8 let him. If he really does help, pay him. If he doesn’ 3 send him on his 
way.” 

In fact, Scott seems to have a strong dislike for anyone or anything that 
takes power away from musicians. He hates being called a “producer.” 

“Producers are professional assholes, They just tell bands what to do, and | 
hatesthat,” he says. “I’m ‘not a producer, although |. did: produce Sandra 
Lockwood's disc. But that was because it was just piano and voice. | set up some 
arrangements with other musicians—brought in some oboes and stuff that | 
thought would sound cool.” | 

Although Scott has made over two hundred recordings for different 
musicians, he does not really see it as a business. 

“It's more of a hobby right now. | hardly make any money doing it, and this 
is a terrible place for a studio. The ceiling is way too low. But what can | do? If I 


dig down, the place will flood every winter. Ideally, I'd like to build a new one 


that is more plush, with high ceilings and two mixing boards, an honest-to-God 
pro studio.” 

However, Scott has no intention of 
becoming a serious businessman. For him, 
that would take all the fun out of music. 
And music should, above all else, be 
fun. 

Scott does not think that the 
move to a real studio will necessarily 
change the way he works. He 
points out that punk rock icon 
Jello Biafra owns Alternative © 
Tentacles Records and makes 
good money, but still has fun 
doing it. 

“| do some recordings for 
Alternative Tentacles, and they 
pay me early. Other labels 
would think that's crazy. 
Tentacles thinks like me. Jello 
runs it like a record collector. 
He loves music. When he 
comes to town, we hit all the 
second hand record-shops.” 

Scott guesses that he won't 
be able to move to a new place 
for about five years. When he 
moves, it’s a good bet that his 
dream studio won't be named 
like a boat, and there won't be 
any mention of water. 

“People always name their boats 
things like “Sea Princess.” Why is 
that? If | had a boat, | think I’d call it 
“Dirtchute” or something along those 
lines. Yeah, that would be great: 
“Dirtchute!” A
